Claims 1-3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goldberg U.S. Paten, No. 6,389,038 in view of Dal.on U.S. Paten. No. 6,236,653. Goldberg 
disclose, a method and system in which voice signals are packetized, combined and sen. across a 
network. A muWple.er combines the voice packets into longer frames (frame bundling) in order 
t0 reduce .he percentage of a packet ,ha, is dedicated to header information (col. 2 lines 
col. 8 lines .5-16). Goldberg does no. exp.ici.ly disclose whether .he received voice signals are 
compressed or uncompressed. DaHon teaches compression schemes that effecve.y decrease 
data ra.es needed to support audio transmission (co.. . ,ines 39-45). .« would have been obvious 
,o one of ordinary skill in the art a. the time the invention was made to have added standard 
compression .o .he communication system disclosed by Goldberg if the signals received were 
uncompressed. One of ordinary ski,, in .he ar. would have been motivated to do this in order to 
conserve bandwidth.
